“It is said that politics is not within the province 
of the Church and that the Church has only juris- 
diction in matters of faith. You say ‘I will receive 
my faith from the Pontiff, but I will not receive 
my politics from him.’ This assertion is disloyal 
and untruthfal. Of course it is not his business to 
tell you whom to vote for, but when a question arises 
which concerns society it is the duty of the Catholics 
to obey. ..... 

“You must not think as you choose, you must 
think as Catholics. The man who says, ‘I will take 
my faith from Peter, but I will not take my politics 
from Peter,’ is not a true Catholic. The Church 
teaches that the Supreme Pontiff must be obeyed, be- 
catise he is the vicar of the Lord, Christ speaks 
through him 

Our enemies doubtless believe they have discover- 
ed something wonderful in al! this. They were 
tricky enough, in leaving out a whole paragraph in 
one place and a sentence in the other. Had they 
included these in the text, they would have been 
placed in the position of defending socialism and 
communism. 

But how about Communism? Is not a moral 
question involved there? Let us quote in full what 
Megr. Preston said in the first place indicated above 
where our enemies have left out part of the text: 

“If a party is organized and that party is sub- 
versive of all law and rights of property; if a party 
is organized which favors communism and robbery, 
can the Pontiff be still? Can he let his people go 
without warning? Is it not his duty to tell his 
people to beware? The rights of property and the 
rights of citizens are sacred both in law and by 
divine authority.” 

This puts a quite different complexion on the 
matter. Neither of the two great political parties 
in this country advocate the unethical and immoral 
doctrine of communism 

Msgr. Preston cofitinues, in the next paragraph 
immediately after the passage quoted from THE 
NEW AGE: “Leo XIII has just entered on almost 
the tenth year of his pontificate .... He has de- 
clared against communism, socialiem and false phil- 
osophy.” It is very plain indeed that Msgr. Preston 
was rebuking those who clainied the right to do an 
unethical and immoral act in the name of “political 
liberty.” 


Some of the stuff now being used by the “pat- 
riot” press comes from the “Protestant Press Bu- 
reau” of Iiford, England. If Catholics were half as 
zealous in spreading their literature as this “Bu- 
reau” is, we would be getting somewhere. One of 
their cirtulars was sent to a Catholic in Chile. He 
forwarded it on to us. The “Press Bureau” secured 
his name and address from a letter in the London 
TABLET, which shows that these people carefully 
scan Catholic papers and send their_literature ‘to 
all whose names and addresses appear therein. We 
have received oodles of this literature here at this 
office. One of the “Bureau's” leaflets is entitled 
“The Church of Rome and Woman.” It gives sev- 
eral garbled and even bogus quotations attributed to 
Catholic authorities. The April 29, 1924, issue of 
THE TABLET of London, also Catholic: Encyclo- 
pedia, Vol. 15, p. 687, contain a refutation of the 
charges made. 


STILL OTHER EXAMPLES OF

In the July 15, 1923, issue of OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR, it was shown how the Haldéman-Jvulius 
Company, of Girard, Kan., successor to the notorious 
Appeal to Reason, was flooding the country with 
cheap, ten cent, infidel books.

“Weekly,” there appeared a full-page advertisement 
of the “Haldeman-Julius Monthly” soon to be 
launched. It is to be “A Smasher of Shams.” 
“Sham Number One” is “The Sham of Religion.” 
which is described as the most hateful sham of all. 
To quote: “It is against religion as the enemy of 
civilization, as the far-reaching, subtle, deadl,, 
shameless oppressor of man, that the HALDEMAN. 
JULIUS MONTHLY will direct its stoutest blows 
It will smash this supreme sham. It will not flatter 
one sect by flaying another? it will not single out 
this or that creed Yr church for its attack: it will 
lead a smashing attack along the whole front of re- 
ligfon, assailing fundamentally and rigorously the 
vast baggage of sham and delusion that masquerades 
under the name of holiness.”
